' on the part of this organization in the northern Illinois 
area during the past six months o The only known participa- , 
tion would have been individual 'subscription to correspond- 
ence courses on various topics offered by the national 
headquarters of the Minutemen. 

On August 30, 1957, CG T-3, who has knowledge of 
the Minutemen organization in northern Illinois, was unable 
to furnish any indication of recent activities by this 
organization in this area. This was due to mainly the lack 
of leadership and organization. .

On September 11, 1967, CG T-5 advised that during 
a regional meeting of the Patriotic Party at Joliet; Illinois ,-

For the past month, Walter Peyson and I have been hunted by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation*. 

The supposedly legal government of the United States has declared that ve are 
fugitives front justice. The fact is that we are fugitives from injustice. 

We are fugitives, not because ve made machine guns, or robbed banks, «r 
kidnapped little girls. We are fugitives because we dared to openly, oppose the^se 
traitors in our oxvm government who have destroyed our Constitutional Republic and 
are rapidly replacing it with a bureaucratic dictatorship. We are not criminals ••• 
we are political refugees in our ox'm land. 

For eight years the Minutemen have attempted to alert our fellow Americans 
to the vast extent, of communist infiltration and subversion within our federal 
government. For seven years the leaders and known members of this organization have 
been subjected to constant harassment by various agencies of that government »• 
including the F,B.I,, the Internal Revenue Service, and the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
"Division of the Treasury Department, 

I have been accused of income tax fraud, kidnapping, carrying a. concealed 
weapon, illegal possession of machine guns, illegal manufacturing of machine guns, 
illegal possession of bombs and bombshells, illegal transportation of firearms, and 
contributing to the delinquency of a minor. Each of these accusations has been 
false. Many were the result of deliberately planned frame-ups. 

In most cases my innocence has already been proven - but at a terrible price 
in time, money, effort, heartache, and nervous energy. 

In other cases the U,S, District Attorneys have obtained convictions through 
the use of perjured testimony and paid professional witnesses. Friendly witnesses 
were threatened into silence while financial supporters were intimidated, Follovr- 
ing conviction the federal court has sentenced us to long prison terms on charges x^here 
other first offenders received only f inels or suspended sentences. These cases might 
also be reversed by higher courts if enough more time and money could be found to 
f ight on effectively. 

During all this time I have been the victim of vicious smear and rumor campaigns. 
My family has been subjected to constant harassment. My co-workers have been threat- 
ened, blackmailed, intimidated, and arrested on false charges. In some cases, F,B,I. 
or A.T.T.U, agents have called on their employers over and over again until they 
finally lost their jobs, ' . . ^ 

Our offices have been burglarized. Our phones have been tapped. Our mail 
has been opened. Our homes have been illegally searched. Thousands of dollars 
worth of cameras, guns, tape recorders, money, and other personal possessions have 
disappeared into the pockets of the searching officers. 
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A few weeks ago a federal grand jury vas called In Seattle, Washington. The 
lay members of such grand juries have little' knov;ledge of 'legal' procedures. They 
are easily led to any desired verdict by the one sided testimony presented by the 
smooth talking' District Attorneys, suave F,B.I. agents, and glib tongued professional 
stool pigeons willing to tell any story - for a price. 

From such one-sided "evidence'' (including a "doctored" tape recording) the 
Seattle grand jury x^as persuaded to indict several members or supposed members o. 
the Minuteracn on the ridiculous charge- of "conspiracy to rob banks" In spite of 
the fact that Walter Peyson has not been in the state of Washington for six years 
and I haven't been there in more than a year, we were also indicted as co-conspirators. 

After learning this from confidential sources of our ovm, v?e contacted 
attorneys in Seattle and asked them to arrange terms by which we could turn ourselves 
in and make bond. These attorneys vrere promised that, if we gave ourselves up 
voluntarily, v?e would be arraigned promptly and set free on $7,500.00 bond each pend- . 
ing trial. 

My wife began tryinj; to raise the $1,500.00 bondsmans fee. Before this could 
be done, however, our informant discovered that this was only a trap to draw us in. 
The amount of bond had actually been set at four times the amount stated — $60,000.00 
for just two defendents. One professional bondsman who had already agreed to make 
the bond decided, after a call from the F.B.I., that he could not do so. This was 
a tactic not unfamiliar to us as federal agents had done the same thing in Kansas 
.City when one of our members needed to make bond there. 

A second bondsman T^as found who agreed to post the bond provided the full 
amount x^as secured by property in addition to his $6,000.00 non-returnable fee. 
Once again our families set out to mortgage their homes and all they owned to 
guarantee bonds. Once again a call from the F.B.I, and this bondsman backed out also. 

By this time the full extent of the plot against us had been learned. A long 
series of conspiracy charges were to be presented against us - one after another after 
another. Sooner or later the day would surely come when we were financially, 
physically, and mentally exhausted. Unable to defend ourselves in court any longer, 
a life-long series of prison terms would be the inevitable. result. 

During most of this time the F.B.I, kept the fact that they were looking for 
us a carefully guarded secret; but, after a couple of weeks, they began to apply 
"their customary pressure tactics. As usual, they started by .picking on those who 
v;ere least able to defend themselves. Their first victim was Waiter Peyson's wife, 
Linda, All F.B.I, agents can be very courteous to the general public. They can 
be so polite in a court room or in some lawyers office. They -can be very hateful 
to an eighteen year old girl who hardly weighs a hundred pound? and is expecting her 
first baby. 

Among the collateral which my ovm wife had intended to pledge was ^ majority 
ownership In the amall chemtcnl company which she and my family .have, helped to build 
during many years of hard work. After school vjhen other children have gone out to 
play, our children came to the plant to help mix powders, or fill bottles, or label 
cans. It is their busiriess as much as it is mine. It will be my families only 
source of income in case I am killed or imprisoned. 
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Under a government th^t encourages indolence, my family has proven that 
industry and hard work stil^ have their oxm rev7ards. My "father fought in the 
first World war so that families like mine could start businesses of their own. 
My oldest son fought in Vie*:"^™ ^o preserve that right for the few who still cherish 
it. I will not ask them to give it up just so that I might remain free a few weeks 
longer . 

There is a point beyo"*^ which no roan can be pushed and still maintain his 
self respect. Walter Peyso" *'"'' ^ ^^"^^ reached that point, we no longer choose 
to submit docilely to this ^^^^ °^ legal persecution. Neither do ve intend to 
crawl into some hole and hi^^e. We will defend ourselves and t^hat we believe in by 
other tactics. 

We realize that the o^^^ against us are formidable - two men against thousands 
of federal agents. I have heard some of these agents say before, "We're just doing 
what we're told." That may ^e so; but our nation is losing its liberty because too 
many federal agents, local police, and average citizens are "just doing what they are 
told". 

This does not mean th®*^ ^"'^ ^'^'^^ sorry for ourselves. We feel sorry instead 
for those millions who have already fought, bled, and died to keep this nation free— 
this nation that now teeter^ o" the brink of disaster. 

We feel sorry for the ^^^^ million American boys who have been pushed (not 
led but pushed) Into the Vietnam death trap. They are allowed to fight and die but 
not nliox.?ed to win. They a^® there only to distract the attention of the American 
people xjhile a Bureaucratic Dictatorship comes to complete power here at home — 
disguised of course as a bePiS^ welfare state. 

We think of the twentV^i^*^ thousand boys who have died and the thousands more 
who have yet to die for a c^"se that has already been betrayed. Comparatively 
speaking, our chances seem J^^ther good. 

Unlike our soldiers i"^ Vietnam, the Minutemen are not shackled by the 
government's "no-win policy"- "^^ have our .own strategy - our "Blueprint for 
Victory". We do hot fi^ht among self-seeking foreigners for corrupt political 
machines! iJe fight in our """^ native land and there will be millions of loyal 
Americans fed up with big b^^other's socialism x,fho will join us in our fight. 

We share the privileg*^ °^ ^ spiritual .bond with those Patriots who boldly 
signed the Declaration of independence, and by their action also became fugitives 
for the cause of liberty.

"MINUTEMEN^ ^ 

The ^Mlnutemen^' was organized in June, I960. Its present 
headquarters are Norborhe, Missouri o Robert B. DePiigh, Nprborne, 
Missouri^ has been publicly ..identified as the National Coordinator 
of the organization. DePugh has stated the membership of the 
"Minuteraen" to be in excess of 35,000 members; however, confidential 
sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated and that a more 
true estimate would be between 800 and 2,000 miembers. Statements 
by DePugh and literature distributed by the organization indicate 
its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure of, the spread . 
of Communist influence within the United States; for the formation 
of a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops of 
any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this country; and 
resist passage of laws which would regulate private ownership of 
firearms • 

The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numiarousroccasiohs 
contained articles concerning the **Minutemen", wherein it was 
stated that members of the organization participate in maneuvers 
utilizing guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, 
and other firearms. DePugh has publicly stated the "Minutemen*^ 
as an organization does not buy or store arms or ammunition; 
however, individual members are urged to maintain arms and ammu- 
nition, which is their constitutional right, ^^Minutemen*^ has 
given instructions in the use of explosive compounds from such 
readily accessible ingredients as common fertilizer, ammonium 
nitrate. Rober t D ePugh, along wi th his close associates^ I I 
I l and I L West Coast Regional Coordinator, 

were convicted in U. S. District Court of viola ttoh of the"Federal 
Firearms Act. All were sentenced to prison, and all are' free on 
bond pending their appeals to the ^th Circuit Court of Appeals, 
St. Louis, Missouri, 

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police^ ^^ 
Department arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen", charging^ 
them with "conspiracy to commit arson" and^illegal possession 
of firearms''. An inventory of firearms seized as a result of 
these arrests included 115 rifles, 26 handguns, 8 iautomatic 
weapons, .3 bazookas, 2 motars, 1 anti«tank gun, and an unknown 
quantity of ammunition.

Chicago, Illinois and Northern Illinois Area 

1, Activity 

On April 22, 1968, OG T-1, who is familiar with 
intelligence and security type information in the Chicago 
area, advised that there have not been any type of activity 
or projects affecting the community during the past six months 
which could be attributed to the Minutemen organization. 

On April 29, 1968, CG T-2, who is familiar with 
phases of Minutemen activity in the Chicago area, advised 
that for the past several months a group of from five to 
ten individuals have been meeting several times a month 
as members of the Ticonderoga Gun Club, Chicago, Illinois. 
This organization appears to nothing more than a front 
orgaiiization for the Mimatemen. These meetings consist 
of general discussion and training in security, survival 
and use of weapons similar to Minutemen training. Source 
advised that there has been no indication that this group 
has been involved in any actual, projects outside of their 
meetings. 

On December 5, 1967, CG T-3, who is familiar 
with phases of Minutemen membership and activities in 
Northern Illinois, advised that efforts were being made 
from the national headquarters of the Minutemen in Missouri 
to organize inactive Minutemen members and persons who 
have in the oast expressed some interest in the Minutemen 
into an active Mimxtemen netv/ork.

The "Minutemen" was organized in June, 1950 « Its present 
headquarters are Norborne, Missouri. Robert B, DePugh, Norborne, 
Missouri, h"as been publicly identified as the National Coordinator 
o^^the organization, DePugh has stated the membership or the 
"Minutemen" to be' in excess of 35,000 members; however, confidential 
sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated and that a more 
true estimate would be between 800 and 2,000 members.^ Statements , 
by DePugh and literature distributed by the organization indicate 
■its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure of, the spread of 
dommSnist influence within the United States; for the formation of 
a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops or any . 
foreign powers which might eventually occupy this' country; and 
resist "passage of laws which would regulate private ownership of

. The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous occasions 
contained articles concerning the "Minutemen," wherein it was stated 
that members of the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing 
guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other 
fireavms. DePugh has publicly stated the "Minutemen" as an organ- 
ization does not buy or store arms or > ammunit ion ; however, individual 
members- are urged to maintain arms and ammunition, which is their be 
Constitutional right. "Minutemen" has\ given instructions in the useb,c 
of explosive compounds from such readily accessible ingredients

On October 30, 196-6, the New York City Police Department 
arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen," charging them with "conspiracy 
to commit arson," and "illegal possession of firearms." An inventory 
of fnrearms seized as a result of these arrests included 115 rifles, 
2 6 hand guns, 8 automatic weapons, 3 ^bazookas, 2 mortars, 1 anti-tanK 
gun and an unknown quantity of ammunition. 

■In April, 1956, DePugh stated the "Minutemen" organization 
was then dividing itself into two bodies: one group to be members 
who have been able to maintain their identity in complete secrecy 
from the public and Government investigative agencies, and the other 
t^rouTj'to be made up of members who have- been publicly ^identified and 
^ho will become active in the Patriotic^ Party, The f^^st^ group will 
■ go completely underground and will continue to emphasize intelligence 
activities and resistance warfare training programs.
